More than 3,000 visitors, many of 
them dealers, service station opera- 
tors, fleet owners, bus maintenance 
men, cylinder regrinders, garage 
owners and repair shop proprietors, 
attended the first dealers’ night at 
the N. S. P. A. show last night, the 
association’s first venture along the 
line of more intimate contact 
through the show with the ultimate 
consumer in the replacement parts 
industry. The visitors came from 
within a radius of 100 miles of 
Cleveland. 

The marked progress in the de- 
velopment of the N. S. P. A. was re- 

cited in reports of executive officers 
of the association at the first gen- 
eral session of the convention. 

The addresses by President W. 
C. Stettinius, E. P. Chalfant, ex- 
ecutive vice-president, the finance 
report presented by Secretary Mac- 
fee and the addresses of Directors 
White and Grape all indicated a 
close co-operation in the execu- 
tive management of the associa- 
tion which promises even greater 
progress during the year to come. 
Citing the membership growth of 

the association during the last year 
from 212 to 298 members, with suf- 
ficient applications on file to insure 
the membership passing the 300- 
mark once these are acted upon, 
President Stettinius told of the birth 
of the organization four years ago, 
and its rapid growth under the 
management of Vice-President Chal- 
fant. He also praised the work of 
Tom oO. Duggan, merchandising 
service director, in bringing the as- 
sociation in closer contact with the 
membership in the field, and report- 
ed statistics showing results of 
Duggan’s work, which already have 
been reported by Automotive Daily 
News. 

Vice-President Chalfant declared 
that the secret of the growth of the 
association lay in the close co-opera- 
tion among the small executive 
force at the Detroit headquarters, 
comprising Chalfant, Macfee and 
Duggan, and the manner in which 
President Stettinius had directed 
the affairs of the association during 
his term of office. He laid special 
stress upon the manner in which the 
finances of the organization had 
been conserved, Secretary Macfee’s 
report showing that the associa- 
tion had not only lived within its 
income, but had piled up a surplus 
twice as large as was the case in 
1926. 

Director White in his address 
laid stress upon the worth of the 
independent jobber to the manu- 
facturer.

only 145 recognized jobbers and 
centers in the United States there 
are now more than 900 and de- 
clared that manufacturers to pro- 
tect their distribution and outlet 
must be religious in the protection 
of the jobbers who provide this 
outlet. 

Director Grape called for the 
spread of the practice of exclusive 
jobber distribution, pointing out 
that in this era of greater gross 
profits, endangered by mounting 
expenses and increasing competi- 
tion, the best way out is through 
practice of these methods. 

Walter C. Hecker, vice-president 
of the Automotive Equipment As- 
sociation, a guest at the session, 
pointing to the increasing com- 
plexities of all business today, 
urged the necessity of co-opera- 
tion between units of industry 
groups in pushing the progress of 
these industry groups in their 
competition with each. The amaz- 
ing growth of the American indus- 
try, he said, had been the result of 
its trade associations and like 
groups in cach industry.

The labor surplus in Flint consists 
chiefly of transient unskilled work- 
ers and automobile factory workers. 
In Lansing, the building of a $3,000,- 
000 addition to an automobile fac- 
tory is absorbing considerable build- 
ing trades labor. Similar conditions 
are reported in other Michigan cities 
where automotive plants-are located. 

Factories manufacturing tires and 
tubes and other goods in Ohio oper- 
ated on part time schedules and 
with reduced forces during October. 
However, the supply of all classes of 
skilled labor is equal to the de- 
mands. 

A general surplus of labor was 
apparent in Toledo at the close of 
last month. In spite of the fact 
that the majority of the industries 
in Akron are operating on satisfac- 
tory schedules, rubber factory work- 
ers are finding it difficult to obtain 
employment. 

The tire and tube departments of 
rubber factories in New Jersey are 
operating below normal, while em- 
pleyment in other branches of this 
industry continues fairly steady. The 
same condition exists, according to 
the report, in Trenton. 

The labor situation in New York, 
Connecticut and Massachusetts is 
reported duil, but with prospects of 
increase in employment within a 
short time, the report points out.

“Protection of the pedestrian is one of the big- 
gest jobs of modern cities,” says Alvan Macauley, 
president of Packard Motor Car Company and chair- 
man of the National Automobile Chamber of 
Commerce street traffic committee.

Anti-Freeze Sales 
Stimulated by New 
Alcohol Ruling 


Olympia, Wash., Nov. 16.—Pros- 
pective sales of anti-freeze radi- 
ator preparations in this state 
have been given a decided stimu- 
lus by a ruling just handed down 
by the office of John H. Dunbar, 
state attorney general, which for- 
bids the general sale of denatured 
alcohol by garages. 

The ruling affects thousands of 
Washington motorists who soon will 
be, attempting to keep their motor 
cars from freezing. 

The opinion declares that even 
though they may possibly be the 
holders of shopkeepers’ licenses, as 
required in certain municipalities, 
automobile garages and hardware 
merchants may not legally sell de- 
natured alcohol except under the 
direct supervision of a licensed 
pharmacist. 

The ruling is contained in an 
opinion just delivered to Charles R. 
Maybury, state license Wirector, by 
E. W. Anderson, assistant attorney 
general. 

Section 10138 of Remington's 
Compiled Statutes bars such sales 
by garages or any merchant other 
than a druggist, according to the 
opinion, which places denatured al- 
cohol in the same category as 
arsenate of lead, blue stone, paris 
green and formaldehyde. 

Thousands of gallons of dena- 
tured alcohol are sold in Washing- 
ton each winter for use in keeping 
autcmobile radiators from freezing. 
If the attorney general's ruling is 
rigidly enforced virtually all of this 
will be supplanted by patented anti- 
freeze preparations.

These storagé places offer no serv- | 
ice other than space. They are in- | 
terested only in the owner paying | 
promptly the storage charges. So/| 
why shouldn’t the car dealer’s serv- 
ice department take some interest 
in the car owner? Why guess that 
the owner knows how to lay up his 
car? The instruction book is lost 
or forgotten. 

The writer believes that the owner 
will appreciate receiving a letter 
from the dealer, or his service de- 
partment, offering a winter lay-up 
service, provided the charge is nom- 
inal. What the dealer can offer is 
to visit the place where. the car is

And the tires should be lifted from 
the floor. Here is where there is 
opportunity to merchandise the in- 
expensive stands.
